MARKETING HOARD ASKED 

Urgent demand upon the Fed¬ 
eral Government for the infor¬ 
mation of n national marketing 
board whose chief function 
would be to stabilize prices for 
live stock and its products on a 
round econmic basis, was made 
i n a resolution passed by the 
largest conference of live stock 
jut 'rests ever held in the prov¬ 
ince, at Edmonton on Friday. 
The conference, which included 
representatives of every inter¬ 
est connected with the live stock 
industry, also passed a resolut¬ 
ion endorsing the recommendaai 
in of the McMillan banking com 
mission, for a system of short 
term and intermediate credits 
for farmers and stockmen. The 
proposal for nationalization of 
stock yards was turned down, 
but the conference asked for a 
review of stock yards operations 
and the charges made. The path 
nving ws presided over bv Hon 
Geo. Hoadley, Minister of Agr¬ 
iculture. 

CATTLE DISEASE 

PREVALENT 

In some districts in the prov¬ 
ince there is prevalence of the 
disease in cattle known as hem- 
morhagic scepticeinia, or stock 
yard fever, according to the 
provincial (veterinarian, who 
warns owners of cattle to be on 
the look-out for symptoms of 
pnemohip or digestive disorders, 
rnd to take necessary steps at 
once to deal with it. 

' SUGAR BEET CROP 

Final figures on Jie sugar 
beet crop of southern Alberta 
show the total yield for 1933 
to have been 137,458 tons, from 
14,040 acres, or a little less 
than‘ten tons per acre. The tot¬ 
al paid to farmers for the beets 
was about 850,000. The amount 
of sugar manufactured at the 
Raymond factory in the season 
i list elf red was about 45,000,000 
lbs,, h addition to which there 
were 32,000 tons of beet pulp. 

REGISTERED GARNET 

WHEAT 

The only carload of certified 


Garnet wheat seed obtainable 
in Canada, and possibly in the 
world, is now owned by the 
Alberta Department of Agricult 
ure. who obtained it from the 
grower, Tom Jones, of Troehu. 
The seed will be distributed i 11 ' 
accordance with an appro veil 
plan. The seed was in great de 
mand, being bid on by the Sov- 
ic(* t | lovonimrnt of Russia, 
which was just a few hours be 
hind the Alberta Department in 
the bidding. 

Gnrenhounes in Alberta 
Alberta is considerably in the 
lead of other praine provinces 
in the extent to which horticult¬ 
ure is carried on in the operat¬ 
ion of greenhouses, according 
to statistics which have recently 
been issued from Ottawa. The 
census taken in 1931 revealed 
that this province had at that 
time, some 642,000 square feet 
under glass in greenhouses not 
on farms, and in addition some 
526,00 square feet under glass 
in greenhouses found on farms. 
The value of the business done 
from these greenhouses, in sal^ 
of flowers, flowering plants, veg 
enables and 'vegetable plants, 
was placed at approximtely $800 
000. These figures indicate that 
the greenhouse business in this 
provied is a fairly subtantinl one. 
Improving Hog Production 
Those engaged in the promot 
ion of the campaign to improve 
the quality of hogs produced' 
in the province, are receiving a 
most encouraging response from 
the farmers in the central and 
northern parts where the cam¬ 
paign has been in progress. Dur 
ing thq past few months no less 
tha 500 gilts and sows of ap¬ 
proved type have been ordered 
by farmers under both the fed¬ 
eral and provincial brood sow 
policies, of which number some 
350 have already been filled.

Seed cleaning is now claiming 
ftomeattentiftn her© at the Leth¬ 
bridge Statipn and for the letter 
this week your writer has ob¬ 
tained A line on the very up-to- 
date seed 9cleaning machinery 
that has been installed here dm 
ing the past year or two. Not 
only for cleaning seed used on 
the Station* but thcl policy is al¬ 
so to make this equipment avail¬ 
able to as many farmers as pos¬ 
sible for • preparing grain for 
seed or show. Naturally with 
the communities so wide spread 
only a small proportion of far¬ 
mers can be served. However, 
since the machinery is of a type 
well suited for community seed 
leaning, information regarding 
it is of general interest and os- 
pcially where community seed 
cleaning centres might be or¬ 
ganized. 

The plant consists first of a 
very conveniently designed ele¬ 
vator building. The storage bin 
is easily emptied to the last ker 
nel, after each lot of seed, 
while with the elevator facili¬ 
ties provided, grain is handled 
in either bdlk or bags. 

The principal machines in¬ 
clude a Monitor and a n Emer¬ 
son “kicker” or wild oat separ¬ 
ator, The Monitor is well known 
as an efficient grain cleaning 
mill and thf Emerson ig an in¬ 
geniously designed machine that 
really does ’ wonders in taking 
out wild oats. It does not take 
wild oats from tame and as eq¬ 
uipped here,at present it does 
not alwaays take the last few 
kernels of wild oats from bar¬ 
ley. It is. however, amazingly 
efficient in separating wild oats 
from wheat when the wheat has 
first been 4 run through the 
Monitor and the Emerson is al¬ 
so quite efficient in performing 
the efven mqre difficult task 
possibly of separating wheat 
from barley. The hourly capac¬ 
ity of the plant where grain is 
run throughiboth the Moniitor 
nd Emerson is nearly 10 1 tush- 
els though the Monitor handles 
50 bushels per hour, , . 

Other' equipment includes a 
power clipper cleaner used main 
ly for email seeds such a., alf¬ 
alfa, clovers 1 * and grasses, a 
corn sheller and Marot grader. 
This grader was imported oir- 
ectlv from Franco and is espec¬ 
ially useful in preparing sam¬ 
ples for show. 

Farmers who plan to a ai 
themselves of the seed cleanin '- 
facilities offered here are urged 
to do so at the earliest possible 
date since there will be hi Ur 
or n rt time for seed cleaning ni¬ 
ter spring work starts and tins 
service cannot be promised af¬ 
ter the end of March. For wheat 
the charges run about three 
cents \a bushel and for oats aiai 
barley 1V& c<?nts. The charges 
for small seed is based or? tune 
reauirod for cleaning and us¬ 
ually runs about 3b c ents an 
hour Write or call for an ap¬ 
pointment.
